Placing the flying lead deployment apparatus on a seabed. 



Using an ROV to connect with the first ROV-flying lead interface thereby attaching 
one end of the flying lead to the ROV. 



Pulling the flying lead from the reel assembly by the ROV moving away from the 
flying lead deployment apparatus, wherein the pulling of the flying lead from the reel 
assembly causes the reel assembly to rotate.
